St. Paul, Aug. 30.—With tho pay­ 
ment by tin* Great Northern Railway 
company of $663,430.38 to the state 
of Minnesota as its gross earnings tax 
for the first six months of the p re s­ 
ent year the state bas collected from 
railroads a total of $2,473,066.70 from 
this source. 
All the railroads, with the excep­ 
tion of the Duluth, South 
Shore aud 
Western, whose taxes will not exceed 
$3,500, have reported to the state tax 
commission. 
The Great Northern earnings wrere 
surprisingly large, reaching $13,058, 
607.61 for the first six months of 1913. 
This is $2,000,000 in excess of the same 
period last year and within $4,500,000 
of the total 1912 earnings. 
For the first six months in 1912 the 
earnings of Minnesota railroads were 
$41,459,189,86 and for the correspond­ 
ing period this year they were $4 9,-

The tax last year at 4 p**r cent, the 
old rate. netted the state $1,658,367.46 
and th** 5 p*>r cent levy this year, with 
the increased earnings, added $815,.

JAPANESE TYPHOON 


COSTS 1,000 LIVES 


Later Reports Show Storm Worse 


Than Realized. 


Tokio, Aug. 30.—Detailed reports re­ 
garding the typhoon which raged over 
Japan for several days show that ft 
was more disastrous than was first 
believed and that the fatalities per­ 
haps will aggregate 1,000. 
There was a tidal wav© at Miyako, 
Northern Hondo, in which thirty per­ 
sons lost their lives, while a hundred 
persons are missing. 
Hundreds of 
houses were swept out to sea. 
One 
hundred persons wore drowned in tin* 
floods or killed in landslides in other 
portions of Northern Hondo and 2,010 
are reported unaccounted for. 
Great damage was done ut Hokkoi- 
do. Scores of fishermen were drowned, 
houses were destroyed and ruliruu I 
bridges inundated. A train was hurled 
into the river by a washout in the 
tracks and seven persons killed an I 
forty Injured. 
The inhabitants along 
the coast have fled to the hills arui 
thousands are homeless and suffering. 
At many points persons on shot'* 
watching the high seas were caugnt 
by the waves and swept away. 
Th** monetary loss as a result of the 
storm will be heavy,

Charter Commission Produces a Pro­ 
gressive Charter for Brainerd 
Citizens to Consider 


HAD MEETINGS FOR SIX MONTHS 


THE LABOR DAY 
PLANS COMPLETE 


Places Assigned to the Various Uni­ 
ons and Organizations March­ 
ing in the Parade

The Business Manager Plan to be 
Presented to the People for 
Their Approval 
The Brainerd charter commission 
met Thursday night, 
finished 
its 
work and adjourned. For six months 
this commission has labored to pro­ 
duce a progressive charter for the 
citizens of Brainerd 
to consider. 
They have met on the average of 
once a week during this time. 
The charter which will be pre­ 
sented to the people is the latest idea 
of municipal government and is com­ 
monly known 
as the 
‘“ Business 
Manager 
plan.’’ 
Five 
councilmen 
are provided for, to be voted upon at 
large. 
That is, the voters of each 
ward will nominate the representa­ 
tives from their ward but they will 
be voted on at large. 
The initiative, 
referendum, recall and non partisan 
election is provided for. 
The councilmen when elected will 
select a competent man who has had 
a wide experience in municipal af­ 
fairs to be the Business Manager. He 
will be the 
sole 
executive. 
The 
council will be the legislative body 
and will direct the Business Mana­ 
ger. 
This keeps a competent man 
on the job all the time and at no 
greater cost than the present sys­ 
tem. 
The commission was considering 
the submitting of both the commis­ 
sioners form of government and the 
Business Manager plan 
but 
they 
feared that the two plans would be 
confusing. 
This plan contains prac­ 
tically all the features petitioned for 
and is satisfactory to those who cir­ 
culated the petition and is, in the 
judgment of a large majority of th* 
commissioners 
more 
adaptable 
to 
this city. 
The charter will be pre­ 
sented in full at a very early date 
and a copy placed in every home in 
the city. 
The voters should withhold judg­ 
ment of the charter until they have 
a copy and have read It carefully. 
The commission has considered Brain­ 
erd and her needs carefully In the 
forming of the cnarter and they be­ 
lieve that a careful reading will 
cause the voters to ratify it. 
It should be added that a large 
number of charters were considered 
and the best features drawn from 
them for our own city. 
The charter 
will doubtless be submitted within 
90 days. 
There was also a petition present­ 
ed to the commission asking for an 
amendment to the present charter 
which would abolish the Water and 
Light board. 
As the charter to be 
submitted will accomplish this, if 
accepted, the commission deemed it 
wise to submit this separately and 
not confuse the issue.

ENOUGH 
Leavenworth’s telephone bills are 
exactly twice as high as they should 
be. 
The town needs one good sys­ 
tem, and one will be ample to its 
needs for a long time to come. 
Now, 
every merchant and business man at 
least is compelled to patronize both 
telephone systems, and many homes 
are paying th© double price. 
Two 
systems do not serve a single pur­ 
pose that one would not. 
The two telephone 
systems 
in 
Leavenworth 
should be combined. 
No one, as a matter of fact, under­ 
stands this truth better than the 
managements themselves of the two 
companies. 
Tt probably is not gen­ 
erally known that plans for such a 
consolidation already have been con­ 
sidered, and a close approach made 
to agreement upon terms fofnTe mer­ 
ger. 
Such a step, however, is impossi­ 
ble at this time because the Kansas 
anti-trust law intervenes. 
Two tele­ 
phone systems at Wichita some time 
ago contemplated consolidation, when 
they ran up against this statute. 
Now the Kansas anti-trust law 
designed to prevent the suppression 
of competition between dealers in 
the same commodity is generally all 
right but as applied to telephones, is 
all wrong. 
A telephone is a pub­ 
lic utility operating under a franchise 
and subject to municipal control. If 
the telephone systems 
in Leaven­ 
worth were combined under one man­ 
agement, the city would still have 
the right to regulate the charge for 
service. 
When the next legislature assem­ 
bles in this state, one of its first acts 
should be the modification 
of 
the 
state anti-trust law in such a way as 
to exclude telephones from the effects 
of its operation. 
Leavenworth pays many thousands 
of dollars a year for the extra tele­ 
phone In the house and store which it 
does not want and does not need.—
